Funds have again fallen in price in London, and 
are to-day as low as 94% for cash, and 944) for 
account. The foreign intelligence may have partly 
been instrumental in causing this, the news from Swit 
zerland showing considerable determination on the par 
of the Federal Council. The attitude of Prussia, also, is 
likely to be one firmly opposed to any breach of the 


treaty of 1815. The state of money, however, is the 
principal cause at present. The Bank have so unexpec- 
tedly, and contrary to all precedent, raised the rate, 
that there must be some reason, such as expected with- 
drawals, to influence sucha decision. This advance 
in money may have been the means of causing Stock 
to be thrown on the market. 
In our exchange Funds were, of course, very weak 
in tone ; New Threes have dropped to 93 for April, and 
Consols to 93} 3.

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Tus appointment of Mr. Lyle to the Lord Lieute- 
nancy of the county of Londonderry was last night 
brought under the notice of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Lyle is, or rather has been, a Master in Chan- 
cery; and, however skilled in drawing up Chancery 
Reports, has not much experience in the government 
of an important county. Mr. Whiteside charged 
the Government with having made the appointment 
solely for political reasons. It was dedirable to send 
to the county an officer of Whig politics to favour 
the election of the Whig candidate. Mr. Cardwell 
affirmed that the new Lord Lieutenant took no part 
in the canvass in behalf of the Government nominee ; 
but if Mr. Lyle did not, the exertions of his nephew 
in behalfof that gentleman are notorious, and it cannot 
be pretended that the appointment of Mr. Lyle to a 
peculiarly influential office, so close to the period of 
a contested election, happened by mere accident. 
Mr. Lyle has but a small estate in the county, worth, 
we believe, £800 a year, and will be enabled to sup- 
port the position of Lord Lieutenant chiefly by the 
pension which he receives from the Crown. To place 
a “pensioner” over the heads of all the noblemen 
and gentry of the county is an insult not likely to 
be soon forgiven. In his ignorance of Ireland and 
Irishmen, Mr. Cardwell asserted that Mr. Lyle had 
very considerable property in the county, and 
stated that there was no Peer, or son of a Peer, fit 
for sá post. But if there was “no Peer, or 
“son of & Peer,“ why was it to elevate 
Mr. Lyle from his desk —— to the

In turnips there is a falling off of nearly a million of 
tons; and ‘hay is short by 379,227 tons. In fact, 
the only crop which shows an increase during the 
year is flax. That annual yielded nearly 4,000 tons 
more than the crop of last year. But this is due not 
to greater productiveness in the soil, or more skilful 
husbandry, but to the fact that a greater extent of 
land, by 44,600 acres, was sown with 1859 
than in 1858. 
This great deficiency, equal to the loss several 
millions of meney, cannot be attributed toa ase of 
the land under tillage. The number of acres under 
tillage in 1859 fell short only by 19,782 of those 
under tillage in the year preceding, a quantity inap- 
preciable in its effects. Besides, more potato ground 
by 50,000 acres was planted last year, and yet there 
was a falling off in the crop to the amount of 
902,717 tons. The Registrar-General attributes the 
loss “ to the extreme dryness and high temperature 
“ of the season, the weather having been for a con- 
“siderable time unusually hot, and rain not having 
“ fallen for a considerable time.” The variations of 
the crops for the last ten years are certainly remark- 
able, and cannot be accounted for except by atmos- 
pheric or climatic reasons. Thus the average pro- 
duce of potatoes to the acre in 1851 was 40 barrels, 
in 1852 this rose up to 51 barrels, decreasing to 50 
barrels in 1855, and to 28 barrels in 1859. The 
same relative proportion is observable in all other 
cope, such as wheat, oats, turnips, &c., during those 
years. 
Notwithstanding the tendency to early marriages 
in Ireland, the population is still annually decreas- 
ing. No less than 84,599 persons left Ireland as 
emigrants last year, being an excess of 16,506 
ever the total of 1858. Of these 37,500 went 
from Ulster, against 19,000 from Munster. It 
would appear, then, that even in the flour- 
ishing North, where Tenant-right prevails, 
the temptation to found a new home in the Far 
West, when the peasant has means, surpasses the 
natural love of country. The births in Ireland last 
year are estimated at 193,842; the deaths at 133,536 ; 
the increase of population, therefore, falls short of 
the number of emigrants (80,599) by 20,293. On 
the Ist of January, 1560, the population of Ireland 
was estimated at 5,985,820, or nearly 600,000 less 
than it was in 1851. 
These figures, however, are only an estimate—the 
best estimate which could be made on the basis of 
the census of 1851, and the ratio of birthsand deaths 
in England. To our disgrace be it said, we have no 
registration of births and deaths. Ireland is the 
only country in which births, deaths, and marriages 
are not recorded. Many attempts have been made 
to introduce a perfect system of registration for this 
country, bt the Roman Catholic priesthood have 
steadily opposed it. Why we know not, unless it 
be that they are conscious they have vastly exag- 
gerated the number of their adherents, and fear detec- 
tion. It can hardly be a religious motive, for in the 
Roman States, and most Roman Catholic countries, 
the machinery for registration is perfect. Perhaps, 
if a small fee were payable to the priest for the regis- 
try of deaths, births, and marriages, less opposition 
would be given to a measure which, both in its 
political and sanitary results, is of such great im- 
portance. 
The Report shows that two other legislative en- 
actments are still required for Ireland. Nearly six 
millions are annually thrown away by the waste of 
land and deterioration of crops, caused by weeds. On 
the roads and hedgerows, thousands of weeds, bear- 
ing each their thirty, forty, or fifty thousand seeds, 
are permitted to ripen, and shed their progeny over 
the sown lands. A careless or indolent farmer, or he 
who is ignorant that if weeds be merely cut down, 
and left on the ground, they will ripen their seeds, 
may impoverish a whole district. In Australia and 
| Canada, the man who suffers weeds to ripen on his 
farm is mulcted in a pecuniary fine. Some similar 
regulation is required for this country. 
Again, in the various parts of Ireland different 
standards of weights and measures prevail. As re- 
spects land, we have the Irish and Cunningham, as 
well asthe English, or statute acre. All these should 
be reduced to a uniform standard, and thus a great 
amount of treuble and uncertainty would be re- 
moved. .

The Morning Jleruld on the Inaction of the Con- 
servative Party in the House of Commons:— 


The Conservative party in the House of Commons 
seem bert upon following the officious advice that was 
tendered them some few months age, and repudiating the 
functions of an Opposition. It may be good nature, it may 
be a dread of responsibility, or a feeling that their oppo- 
sition will arouse a flercer antagonism to constitutional 
principles, that paralyses their action and prevents their 
combination for any given purpose. But it can hardly be 
doubted that by their want of union and their hesitation 
— are completely playing the game of their opponents, 
and that when the time comes, as come it will very 
speedily, for making a reselute stand, their past inaction 
will tell fearfully on their “ morale” and on their 
powers of resistance. It is impossible to review the 
proceedings of the session up to this time without re- 
gretand dissatisfaction. The opening of Parliament 
found a serried phalanx of Conservatives such as had 
not been seen since the days of Peel. One by one 
the popular fallacies which were current at the time of 
the last general election had died out. ‘The charge of 
corruption had recoiled on the Liberals. The neu- 
trality which the Whigs had condemned when out of 
office they had been compelled to profess as soon as 
they came into power. On Reform it was known that 
the Coalition Government were disunited and at variance 
with one another; and it was a question with many 
persons whether the subject would not be once more 
shelved in the presence of the grave complications 
arising out of the conflict in Italy. Time had proved 
the wisdom of Lord Malmesbury's policy and the pre- 
science of his views; and the country had begun 
to regret the loss of the opportunity afforded b 

the Conservative Bill of securing a safe an 

equitable measure of Reform. In addition, the 
Whig Government had boasted through their organs 
of a “virtual alliance” ‘with France—an engagement 
viewed with suspicion and distrust by the bulk of the 
nation. A Commercial Treaty, in which the recipro- 
city was altogether one-sided, and in which the interests 
of nine-tenths of the community were bartered awa 

for no other object than that of securing the good will 
of a powerful potentate, had been signed. It was 
koown that simultaneously with the negociations 
for this Treaty, there were pending arrangements 


which aimed at nothing less than a violation 
of all public law in Europe; and it may 
safely be affirmed that only prudential motives, 


honourable to the peaceful character of the nation, 
prevented the popular indignation from bursting forth 
and hurling the Ministry from power. Now it 
was by uo means incumbent upon the Con- 
servatives to take advantage of these embarrass- 
ments, or to aspire to office, knowing that their tenure 
must be necessarily precarious, and that their advent 
to power over the ruins of the Treaty might have 
endangered the peace of Europe. But between the 
risk of upsetting the Treaty, and with it the Ministry, 
and the humiliation to which that Treaty has exposed 
us, we cannot think there ought to have been much 
room for choice. As it is, the Treaty is pronounced a 
failure by the Foreign Secretary. In the very midst of the 
discussion of the Budget, which is part and parcel of it, 
a Minister of the Crown makes a virtual announcement 
that the alliance for which this country has made such 
sacrifices is at an end, and that, as a consequence, all 
those political advantages which were to be a quid pro 
quo for a permanent and increased income-tax, &c., 
were lost. Not only so, but the cession of Savoy and 
Nice is completed. The Emperor and the French press 
accuses us of -complicity and tergiversation. All 
Europe professes to believe that we have really bartered 
sa our independence. Surely ail this condemnation 
of the foreign policy of the Whigs is a condemnation 
of the supineness and disunion ef the Conservatives 
who permitted it, and a bitter moral to a great party 
which thus idly fritters away its strength.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 

The usual monthly scientific meetings of this society 
were held last evening, in the Royal Dublin Society 
House, Kildare-street. There was a very large attend- 
ance of members. 
The chair was occupied by Giturnt Sauxbns, Esq. 
The first paper read was by Mr. J. Knight Boswell, 
chairman of the Horticultural Committee, On the 
cultivation of the grape on the waste slopes of moun- 
tains in the South of Ireland.“ Mr. Boswell commenced 
by observing that the vine, or vitis yinifera, hada 
boigeaphy more ancient than the famed cedar of 
Lebanon, or the fig tree under the shade of which sat 
the fathers of eastern nations. The earliest records 
of husbandry treated of it, and in the Scriptures were 
found the words, “ And Noah began to be a husband- 
man, and planted a vineyard.’ It was a native of the 
Fast, and was supposed to have come from the moun- 
tains, or the borders of the Caspian Sea, where it 
wag indigenous. The paper next entered into a graphic 
isbory of the mode in whieh the vine had been culti- 
vated in the days of the ancient Greeks and Romans, 
and traced its introdaction by the latter people into 
England, where the Saxons made it productive of wine, 
and extended its cultivation for several centuries. Within 
the last century, it appeared that wine had been made in 
Susscx, and even to the present day it was produced in 
small quantities tor domestic use from old vines growing 
against a wall of Arundel Castle. Mr. Boswell said 
that since the time of Elizabeth, from improved tillage 
and the introduction of ale, the manufacture of wine 
from the grape had fallen into disuse, as also its impor- 
tation for general consumption, and the hop gardens of 
Kent had euperseded the vineyards of that place. It 
was not, however, improbable that another revoiution 
might ere long take place, and wine, under the new 
commercial convention with France, again become an 
article of general consumption—superseding the deadly 
distiliation of sugar and of grain, and wiping from 
English life the degrading stain of the gin-shop, and 
from Ireland the curse of whiskey. (Applause.) The 
paper next examined the peculiar characteristica of 
country and climate for the cultivation of the vine, 
and entered at some length into a consideration of the 
advantages possessed by this country for its growth, 
The views of Mr. Boswell, in this respect, met with the 
entire approval of the meeting, by whom his paper was 
listened to with much interest. 
Dr. Barker offered some observations to the society 
upon the subject. 
The next paper was by Mr. Henry O'Hara, “On space 
and extensjan, as they are manifested to the mind.“ 
Mr. O'Hara exhibited several diagrams, for the purpose 
of explaining his observations, 

The thanks of the society were unanimously ac- 
corded to him fur his valuable communication. 
The proceedings then terminated, and the meeting 
adjourned. 


STATISTICAL SOCIETY. 

The society met in the Lecture Theatre at 8 o clock, 
last evening 

Mr. Serjeant Lawsow, LI. B., in the chair. 
Mr. Thomas M. Busteed, A. B., read a paper on 
“ Trades Unions, Combinations, and Strikes.” He 
laid it down asa general prineiple that labourers were 
entitled to get the best terms they could from their em- 
ployers, but that these terms should be obtained in 
such a manner as to merit the approbation of public 

inion. He referred to the connexion between ma- 
— and labour, and pointed out how the labour- 
ing classes looked upon the introduction of ma 
— as injurious to them As regards strikes, he 
instanced the Builders“ Strike in London, as the 
most remarkable of the kind that ever occurred, 
and said that, under the circumstances, the men engaged 
in that strike deserved credit, for the manner in which 
they conducted themselves. As a general proposition, 
he considered traces unione as injurious, aod traced their 
origin to the feudal times. They might have been well 
suited to the social state of things then in existence, 
but they were totally unsuited to present times. In his 
opinion, the best way to prevent strikes, and establish 
friendly and mutually advantageous arrangements be- 
tween labour and capital, was to educate the working- 
Classes. ‘There were no less than 2,000 trades unions 
in the United Kingdom, having 600,000 members, 
with a capital of £300,000 to support strikes. If the 
energy of this number of individuals, and if this large 
amount of capital, could be turned to the social and edu- 
cational improvement of the working classes, capital 
and labour would walk hand in hand, and the whole 
community be vastly benefited. 

Mr. Busteed's paper elicited an interesting discussion.

— were some years ago. Their shares were nominally £5 
each, but their present price in the market was £66 10s. 
each. Now, the pol'cy which was prudent in the ma- 
nagement of their affairs some yearsago might not be ap- 
plicable at present. In common with other shareholders, 
he thought it would be desirable to divide their shares 
to a certain extent, because the present value of a share 
was a very considerable sum, and many people were 
— mm to buy a single share; while if each share 
was divided—say into five—many more buyers would 
come into the market, and the value of the property 
would be raised. From the favourable accounts before 
them, and from the report of Mr. Barnes, which there 
was no reason to believe would be less favourable here- 
after than now or heretofore, they might calculate upon 
a profit of 100 per cent. during the year. He also 
thought it was desirable to extend the proprietary, on 
the ground that when there were but comparatively 
few shareholders, if — adverse circumstances arose, 
necessitating the throwing of shares u the market, 
either by a few individuals or many, a large diminution 
in the value of them was likely to ensue, which would 
not be the case where the proprietary was large.

DUBLIN AND WICKLOW RAILWAY COMPANY. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the above com- 
pany was held yesterday, at one o'clock, in the Board- 
room of the Westland-row Terminus, for the purpose 
of submitting to the proprietors a bill at present before 
Parliament, having for its object the “ modifications of 
the lease of the Dublin and Kingstown Railway, to the 
Dublin and Wicklow Railway Company, and for regu- 
lating the capital of the Dublin and Kingstown Railway 
Company.” 

The Hon. Groner lHaspcocx in the chair, 

The Secretary read the advertisement, and Mr. Guin- 
ness, the solicitor of the company, read the several 
clauses in the proposed bill which he said had been ap- 
proved of by a meeting of the shareholders, held in Au- 
gust, 1859. 

The Chairman put a formal resolution approving of 
the bill, which was seconded by Mr. Dargan, and car- 
ried unanimously. 

The Chairman said, the next business was to submit 
to the proprietors a bill which had been applied 
for to Parliament, enabling the directors the 
Dublin and Wicklow Railway Company to extend their 
line to Enniscorthy, and to change the name of the 
company. The merits of this extension had been so 
often fully discussed that it would be a work of super- 
erogation to advocate its claims. He begged, therefore, 
to submit aresolution to the effect that the meeting 
approved of the bill, giving the directors the power he 
had specified. 

Mr. Martin Burke said he objected to the directors 
involving the original Shareholders in an expenditure 
of £100,000, at a meeting not composed of 20 persons. 
It looked like a hole-and-corner proceeding ; and he 
was of opinion that if the bill passed they might throw 
their shares into the fire. 

Mr. Ingram said he had perfect confidence ‘in the 
directors. Ile considered the more they extended the 
line, the better it would be for the shareholders. 

The Chairman—lI regret very much that Mr. Burke? 
has * the term “ hole-and- corner“ to our meet- 
ing. Ido not think he intended that expression to be 
interpreted in its ordinary sense ; but merely meant the 
meeting was numerically small. 

Mr. Burke I meant to say there were few here. 

Chairman—lI suppose there are about thirty in the 
room ; but the smallness of. the number, in my 
opinion, is a strong proof that the shareholders are 
anxious that this extension should be carried out. 
Every one holding stock in the company received 
notice of this meeting, and they could therefore have 
attended in person, or delegated proxies to be used for 
or against the measure. I am a large original share- 
holder myself, and therefore very anxious about my 
own property, but it is because, in common with the 
directors who are similarly circumstanced, I feel that 
our property will be materially benefited by this exten- 
sion, that I am a zealous supporter of it.

They were each convicted, and the prisoner John M'Grath 
was sentenced tothree years’ penal servitude; Mary M'Grath, 
12 months’ imprisonment, with bard labour ; and Maryanne 
Keogh to six months’ imprisonment, with hard labour. 

Mary Doolin was convicted of passing some base half- 
crowns, which had been manufactured by the last prisoners.

SWITZERLAND. 

Zunicn, Marcu 29.—The following is a summary 
of the report addressed by the Federal Council to the 
Federal Assembly :—* The interests Ze safety, inde- 
pendence, and neutrality of Switzerland demand that 
her rights, in reference to the neutralised provinces 
of Savoy, should not be encroached upon by 
their annexation to France. Evenadmitting that the 
neutrality of these provinces should continue, their an- 
nexation would still be against the Treaties, and would 
threaten the rights and interests of Switzerland. The 
expectation of the good offices of the Powers 
concerning these questions re-assures Switzer- 
land, on condition that no occupation of those 
provinces by France previously takes place, and that 
the state quo shall be respected. The following are, 
therefore, the proposals made by the Federal Council— 
that the Assembly may ratify the reselutions which 
have been adopted, and grant the necessary credits. 
The Assembly should request the Council to continue 
to protect eneryetically the rights and interests of 
Switzerland, in regard of the neutralised prov nces of 
Sa voy, and to obtain that the statu quo should be re- 
spected. It may also authorise the President to take 
all necessary measures to that effect. The General As- 
sembly will be again convoked, in the event of its be- 
coming necessary to call on the troops, or should other 
grave circumstances require it. 


SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

The “ Official Gazette” publishes the preliminaries 
of peace agreed upon between Spain and Morocco. 
Morocco cedes to Spain the whole territory from the 
sea to the hollow road of Angliera, and also a certain 
portion of territory at Santa Cruz.
